CELEBRATED DRESSED BEEF CASE. 


The Court Holds That the Minnesota 


Dressed Beef X,«r Is Unconstitutional, 
and Affirms the Decision of the Lower 
Court—Proceeding 
In 
the 
National

WASHINGTON- CITY, May 19.—The su 


preme court of the United States has de- 
cided the celebrated case of the Cornell 
university vs. Fisk from the New York 
superior court. The decision of the lower 
court against the university is affirmed. 
The decision involves the disposal of a 
Jarge bequest—the Fisk-McCraw estate. 
The court also decided all except one of 
the Virginia coupon cases in favor of the 
bondholders. 


The "Bressed Beef " Cnse. 


The supreme court has also rendered a 


decision in tbe case of the state of Minne- 
sota, appellant, vs. Henry E. Barber, tbe 
famous ''circled beef" case. The court 
affirms the decision of the lower court, de- 
claring the dressed beef law unconstitu- 
tional, and discharging the appellee from 
custody. Barber was convicted before a 
justice of the peace in Ramsey county, 
Alinn., of having wrongfully and unlaw- 
fully offered and exposed for sale, and of 
having sold some fresh beef, part of an an- 
imal slaughtered in Illinois, but not in- 
spected in Minnesota, and "certified" be- 
fore slaughter as required by the statute 
of Minnesota. Barber .sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus on the ground that the 
Btatute was repugnant to the provision of 
tbe constitution giving congress 
power 


to regulate commerce between the states, 
as well as, to the provision declaring that 
citizens of each state shall be entitled to 
all privileges and immunities of citizens in 
the several states. 


The Oliuoxlous Statute. 


Theliwer court held the statute to be 


in violation of both those provisions. In 
the decision handed down by Justice Har- 
lan, the obnoxious statute is quoteil at 
length. 
The presumption 
that it was 


enacted in good faith, to 
protect the 


health of the people of Minnesota, the 
court says, cannot control the quotion 
of constitutionality. In Henderson, etc., 
vs. Mayor, etc., u. New York case, the 
court said: 
"In 
whatever language a 


Btatute may be framed, its purpose must 
be determined by its natural and reasona- 
ble effe/;t.'' 


A Discrimination. 


The court holds that this statute makes 


a discrimination against the products and 
business of other states in favor of the pro- 
ducts and business of Minnesota. "If this 
legislation does not -make such discrimina- 
tion it would be difficult to enact legisla- 
tion which would have such a result1' sa3~s 
the court. The provision that would ie- 
quire animals to be sent into Minnesota to 
be inspected and then returned to be 
slaughtered within twenty four hours of 
the inspection, amounts to an absolute 
prohibition upon sale-> made in Minnesota 
of meat from animtiK not slaughtered 
•within itslimits. The point made by coun- 
sel for the state that so far as this statute 
Is concerned, the people of Minnesota can 
bring meats into the state for their per- 
sonal use. the court thinks deserves exami- 
nation. But this view ignores the right 
which the people of other states have in 
commerce between these states and the 
state of Minnesota. 


THE NATIONAL HOUSE. 


The Tariff Bill Still Occupying the Atten- 


tion of the Solons. 


WisniyGTOX CITV, May 19.—In 
the 


house Monday morning Wilson of West 
Virginia, made a statement concerning 
the controversy between Bayne, Bynum 
and himself about the Campbell affidavit. 
He asked Bayne if he indorsed the charges 
contained in Campbell's letter, so far as 
they applied to him (Wilson), and Bayne 
replied, expressing regret that the contro- 
versy should have occurred, and denied 
that he intended any reflection on either 
Bynum or Wilson. Wilson then said he 
had no further statement to make, and 
the subject was dropped. There was some 
applause on the Democratic side, and the 
house then resumed consideration of the 
tariff bill, the pending amendment being 
that offered by Funston, of Kansas, strik- 
ing from the metal schedule the proviso 
that silver ore and all other orts contain- 
ing lead, shall pay a duty of I}.? cents per 
pound on the lead contained therein, ac- 
cording to sample and assay at the port of 
entry. 


Prompt Action Recommended. 


WASHINGTON CITY, May 19.—The presi- 


dent sent to the senate Monday a letter of 
the secretary of state submitting the plan 
for a preliminary survey for a railway line 
to connect the principal cities of 
the 


American hemisphere, in accordance with 
the recommendations of the Pan-American 
conference. 
The president recommends 


prompt action by congress to enable this 
government to participate in tho promo- 
tion of th2 enterprize. The share of the 
United States in the cost of the survey will 
be J85.000. 


Unfavorable for the Crops. 
' WASHINGTON Cn v, May 19.—The weather 
crop bulletin for the week ended May 17 
•ays: The weather during the past week in 
the northwest, including the states of the 
Missouri and Upper Miesissippi valleys 
and upper lake regiin was generally un- 
favorable for growing crops, owing to 
low temperature, which was accompanied 
by frosts, causing some injury to fruit and 
retarding growth of crops.

CHICAGO, May 19.—Wirt Dexter, one of 


Chicago's best-known lawyers, died sud- 
denly Saturday night from an attack of 
angina pectoris. Mr. Dexter was bom in 
Dexter, Mich., in October, 1883. He was a 
grandson of Samuel Dexter, the secretary 
of the treasury 
under John Adams. 


Avoiding public life, he secured the repu- 
tation of an ideal private citizen and a 
lawyer of the highest ability and charac- 
ter. He was • profound scholar, an elo 
quent orator, a generous sympathizer with 
all that deserved »ympathy,»nd socially a 
magnificently appearing man of charming 
manner*, briUiani i»p*rt»» and dlgpltUn

on their refusal to leave the Culinary alli- 
ance. At a meeting of proprietors of all 
the leading hotels in the city, including 
the Auditorium. Grand Pacific and Palmer 
house, it was resolved to unite in an 
aggressive war against the waiters' union 
and to meat next Wednesday to take 
further 
action 
toward organizing the

Association.'1 President Pomeroy of the 
Culinary alliance left for New York Sun- 
day.

THE CREW OF SEVEN PEOPLE LOST. 


The Calamity Occurs on Lake Ontario 


Near Nine Mile Point light— A I-ist of 
Those Drowned— Horrible Death of the 
Night Dispatcher In the New York Post- 
office — A Large Number of Lives Lost at 
* Havana Fire. 
KINGSTON, Ont., May 19.— The schooner 


Jessie Breck, which left here four weeks 
ago for Toledo, was wrecked Saturday on 
her return trip. She was loaded with oak 
timber and had a good voyage until early 
Saturday, when being a few miles off Nine 
Mile point, she was struck by one of the 
heaviest gales that has swept Lake On- 
tario for many years. It is not known ex- 
actly where she was driven ashore. A 
wrecking tug was dispatched and found 
the wrecked schooner lying on her star- 
board side at a point a half-mile from 
Nine Mile point light.

The names of the seven people lost ffre 


as follow?: Thomas Mackie, captain; Jos- 
eph Mackie, mate; W. Mackie, seaman; 
Mary Mackie, cook; William Mullen, sea- 
man; G. Davidson, seaman; Frank George, 
seaman. The three Mackies were brothers, 
the cook being their sister, all from Wolfe 
Island. The Brcck was owned by Messrs. 
Breck & Booth, of this city, and was val- 
ued at St/,000; no insurance. 


HE DIED A HORRIBLE DEATH. 


Caught In a Caving Well and Gradually 


SuiTtK'.'ited. 


NEW YORK, May 19.— James H. P~arcells, 


night dispatcher in the New York post- 
office, was killed- by the caving in of a 
well on his pluce at Woodside, L. I., Sat- 
urday. Mr. Parcells was repairing the well, 
when it partially caved in, burying him 
nearly to 
the 
neck. 
The quicksand 


continued to run duwn, and the efforts of 
neighbors to extricate the unfortunate 
man only increased his danger. A rubber 
tube was, procured and placed in Mr. Par- 
cell's mouth so that he could breathe after 
the sand had covered his head. 


EGbrts at Ketw'ue Were Vain. 


After several hours' labor the sand was 


cleared away again, but it was found that 
Mr. Parcells had been unable to retain the 
tube in his mouth, and had been choked to 
death. He was one of the leading citizens 
of Woodside. Hi- leaves a widow and six 
children in comfortable circumstances. 


Didn't Know It Was Loaded,

young man of this city and a book keeper 
in the firm of -Kennedy, Spaldiug & Co., 
met his death, occurred at about 4 o'clock 
in the morning in a boarding house lo- 
cated at ofll North Clinton street. It was 
another of those CHSCS corpmonly denomi- 
nated as "didn't know it was loaded." A 
riSe was disehargedduring a frolic, killing 
liiggs. The man at whose liaii'ls Kiggs 
met his de.ut h is Robert K. Drake, of the 
law firm of McFarran & Drake, excise 
commissioner and vice ^resident of the 
Woordeu Manufacturing company, of this 
city.

Witteii- 
myer, who succeeded in .signaling a mess- 
ape by a single flash )25 miles from Mount 
Reno, near Fort McDowell, to Mount 
Graham, near Fort Grant, where it was 
received by Capt. Murray. The latter by 
turning his instrument flashed the mess- 
age to Fort Huachuaca, a distance of 
ninety miles, making a distance of 215 
miles, with a single intervening station. 
The longest distance heretofore made is 
said to have been about seventy miles.
